not be shown in the U. S. in the immediate future, if at all. 

The film, a major production of the J, Arthur Rank Corp., was 


slated for its U. S. opener here 
in the Music Hall this month be- 
fore various groups began to fire 
tharges at it. 
Rabbis Active 
The New York Board of Rab- 
bis, which cabled a special appeal 
to London asking a U. S. film 
official to halt importation of the 
movie, outlined a plan of action 
this week to keep the film out of 
the U. S. permanently.

An Israeli spokesman respond- 
ed that the people of Israel will 
be “profoundly disturbed” by the 
collaboration of the American 
Government in a policy blocking 
emigration to Israel. 

The spokesman said that this 
resembled the British policy of 
illegal detention of some 11,000 
Jews of military age on Cyprus. 

Action by Bernadotte to pro- 
vide such clearance was consid- 
ered unlikely, particularly with 
the UN General Assembly meet- 
ing slated to open next week.

and not just true” reports that LZOA would merge with the giant 
Zionist Organization of America in a political deal. 


The widely-circulated reports 
merger, the General Zionists in 
Israel would support Mapai, the 
dominant labor party in the Jew- 
ish state. 

The spokesman also denied 
that Hayim Greenberg, LZOA 
executive and editor, had re- 

signed from the Jewish Agency 
executive over a_ policy rift 
within the Labor Zionist execu- 
tive. 

The Post last week quoted an 
official Zionist leader just back 
from Israel who said Greenberg 
had resigned because of a dis- 
agreement with his party leaders 
over the future disposition of 
Americans for Haganah. 

What Greenberg Vote? 

It was reported that Greenberg 
voted with Dr. Abba Hillel Silver 
and Dr. Emanuel Neumann, ZOA 
president, for dissolution of the 
group, which is backed by mem- 
bers of the Committee for Pro- 
gressive Zionism, formal opposi- 
tion to the Silver-Neumann ZOA 
leadership. 


In denying the report, the 
LZOA informant said Greenberg 
resigned “on the grounds that the 
Jewish Agency’s functions have 
now become economic, rather 
than political, and that Greenberg 
felt he was not specifically 
trained for this sphere of activ- 
ity, and therefore, returned to 
his specialty of writing.” 

Report Quit Party 

The LZOA spokesman stressed 
there was no relationship be- 
tween the Americans for Ha- 
ganah issue and Greenberg’s res- 
ignation. Reports were current 
that the LZOA editor had re- 
signed from his party on that 
issue, but these allegations also 
were vigorously denied. 

The Post learned that Green- 
berg was offered the chairman- 
ship of the World Zionist Exe- 
utive but had refused in order 
to return to his work. No final 
word was available, however, 
on whether he had formally re- 
jected the offer. 

According to the LZOA inform- 
ant, Greenberg voted with Silver 
and Neumann on the Americans 
for Haganah issue “on the merits 
of the case.” Later, the LZOA 
executive met and a majority 
were “sympathetic” to Ameri-

Israeli Veterans 
Visit FDR Grave

HYDE PARK — (WNS) — A 


group of Israeli front-line vetere 
ans, who arrived in the U. S. last 
week for the 1948 United Jewish 
Appea] campaign, placed a 
wreath this week on the grave of 
the late President Roosevelt. 

The war heroes, who will spend 
three months in the U. S., were 
received at Hyde Park by Mrs, 
Eleanor Roosevelt. 
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PARIS—Some fancy juggling on the Palestine 
issue is expected at the United Nations General As- 
sembly session which opens here next week but all 
of it is expected to turn on the fundamental fact 
that Israel is an established state. 

The delegation from England led by Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin is expected to back any pro- 
posals from Count Folke Bernadotte, the UN Pal- 
estine mediator, whose success has been largely neg- 
ative, 

Bernadotte, who has been rushing from one Arab 
capital to another in the past month, has kept the 
contents of his proposals a closely guarded secret. 
Most observers believe, however, that he regards 
Israel as a state which has proved its capacity to 
handle all onslaughts and his interest is in protect- 
ing the Palestinian Arabs. 


Last week he told Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Shertok that the surest way to peace in 
Palestine was through a UN decision which both 
sides would be forced to accept, 


Based on the tentative proposals he submitted 
to both sides last June during the first truce, it is 
likely that he will recommend to the General Assem- 
bly that the original decision—including internation- 
alization of both old and new Jerusalem—be carried 
out. 


Bernadotte’s repeated insistence that he felt his 
assignment included the right to modify UN borders 
suggested he may recommend.an exchange of part 
or all of the sandy Negev, the southern portion of 
Israel, for Western Galillee, which is virtually clear 
of Arabs who fled in the catastrophic backfire of the 
Arab invasion. 


Bernadotte’s proposals will be conditioned by 
two factors: there is no organized Palestine Arab 
government of any kind and the rivals for Arab Pal- 
estine are busy trying to outmaneuver each other. 

They will be conditioned also by the hard fact 
that the strongest military power in Palestine—and 
in the Near East—is the Israeli army. 

Israeli officials have been catrying on @ propa: 


ganda war of their own, much of which has been 
pointed at talk of incorporating new Jerusalem inte 
the Jewish State. 

It is regarded as possible that the Israeli 
might be amenable to some changes in the par- 
tition decision in exchange for admittance to the 
UN. Hopes for U.S. de jure recognition before the 
Assembly session opened were slight. 

President Truman told a news conference that 
de jure recognition was being considered and so did 
Secretary of State Marshall, who added that this 
would be in part dependent on the Israeli constitu. 
ent assembly elections now set for mid-November. 

Azzam Pasha, secretary general of the Arab 
League, said that the Arab stand at the Assembly 
session would be based on the fact that “partition 
was a recommendation that did not work. The prob- 
lem is to find a means for the Arabs and Jews to 
live together.”

WEIZMANN INSTITUTE SCIENTISTS 
LABOR WITH A RELIGIOUS FRENZY 


*9’LIL. GIVE you lunch,” said Getzoff, “but what are you doing 
‘I here?” 

(Woe is me, I have become a man of strife and contention to 
whole land!) 

It was on Wednesday, September 8 in the Trianon Room of 
the Ambassador Hotel. The chairman was Rudolph Sonnenborn, 
the main speaker was Abe Feinberg. Shtephen Wise sat at the 
head table. I was in a Lions’ Den alright, but I took a look at 
the other end of the head table where Louis Lipsky sat and my 
Shivering subsided. He’d protect me, 

“I want to write something about the Weizmann Institute I 
visited in Rehovoth” I explained to Getzoff, “so this is a good ex- 
euse.” An excuse for coming uninvited to the stronghold of the 
ZOA Opposition. ; 

I did not go to Palestine to visit institutions, but to see the 
people, the little people of Israel, who are not a bit little. 
Yet I did stumble upon institutions, including the Weizmann 
Institute near Rehovoth. 

It was this way. They’d been shooting all night at the Jaffa— 
Tel Aviv border where the American House is situated, so I did 
not sleep all night, so I decided to take a walk to the fashionable 
Gath-Rimmon Hotel at the other end of the city, where things 
were quieter. I found Meyer Weisgal just as groggy; The shoot- 
ing did not let him sleep either. I was going to go to Rishon 
le-Zion, so Meyer said to me: “There are Professor Brodetzky and 
Judith Epstein going to Rehovoth, they’ll take you in the car and 
drop you at Rishon. But while you’re in the car, why not see 
the Institute?” So I went with them to the Institute, and liked 
it so much that I never did get around to seeing Rishon le-Zion. 

Harry Lang, editor of the Sunday Jewish Forward had asked 
me to look up his nephew, Dr. Jacobson, if I ever got to the 
Institute. What is more, I went there the second time, all by 
myself, and would have gladly gone there the third time, if I had 
the chance,

BEFORE I LEFT with the two distinguished luminaries in the 
distinguished car driven by Weizmann’s own chauffeur, Meyer 
called me aside and said: “Now, remember, Frank, you are going 
to see some things there that are not for publication, Can I de- 
pend on you?” 

“Look, Meyer,” I said, “in Rome I saw Ada Sereni and prom- 
ised her not to mention her name in print, and I didn’t either.” 

(That was, of course, before the British Mandate was over. 
Since then, it is alright to mention Ada Sereni’s name. Also, 
some of the things I saw in Rehevoth have already been men- 
tioned by Abe Feinberg in his report at the luncheon on Sep- 
tember 8). 

When I got to the place, I started inquiring about Dr. Jacob- 
son, but they said they did not have anybody by that name. Final- 
ly, Hannah Warshaver, the pretty bright secretary, recalled that 
they did have a Jacobson working in the laboratory, but he was 
not a Dr., and she directed me upstairs. 

As I was walking up, I met Dr. Bergmann, the director, who 
had told me in Tel-Aviv they had no Dr, Jacobson at the Institute. 

“Where is Dr. Jacobson?” I asked. 

“J told you, we have no Dr. Jacobson,” he said.’I got mad. 

“Are you a yacke?” I asked him. A yacke is a German Jew. 

“Ken, ani yacke” (Yes, I am a yacke), he answered with the 
defiance of a man who is not ashamed of it. 

“Have you got a Jacobson here?” 

“Yes, we have a Jacobson.” 

“Well, suppose his uncle in New York calls him Dr, Jacobson, 
does that hurt you?” 

\ He smiled. 

I spent hours with him, going through the grounds and 
listening to his explanations. In a country which is full of 
sweet people, he is a remarkably sweet person. Of course, it 
was a strain to listen to him for two reasons: One, he spoke 
on scientific matters with which I am not quite at home; two,

NEW YORK—A second auction of Nazi loot will be held by the 
International Refugee Organization for the United Nations this 
week with the proceeds scheduled to go to the survivors of Hitler’s 


Jewish extermination campaign,

436. Around $150,000 is antici- 
pated from the second sale which 
started Tuesday and ends this 
Saturday. 


Like the returns from earlier 
sales from the liquidation “of 
huge stores captured by Allied 
armies, the receipts will be used 
by the IRO, now a formal UN 
agency, to resettle and rehabili- 
tate non-repatriable refugees. 


It was also announced that a 
report will be made soon on just 
how much money the IRO has re- 
ceived from sales in centers both 
in the U. S. and abroad. IRO of- 
ficials said that to date, the 
agency has sent $300,000 from the 
WU, 





TRO officials said that the 
process of getting the tremen- 
dous stocks into order for sale 
has been made more efficient 
and speedier sales and a larger 
collection of money is likely 
hereafter. 

Te property sold in the two 
auctions was captured in the U. S.

Gurion’s control rests, is re- 
putedly in a shaky position and 
with the growing strength of

Reports have been coming in 
Steadily that a deal has been 
arranged under which the Labor 
Zionist Organization in America 
will accept merger in the 250,000- 
member Zionist Organization of 
America in return for General 
Zionist support in Israel to the 
Mapai. 

While there is a tendency to 
discount this report, it appeared 
possible that the Mapai leaders 
yielded on the issue of separation 
in return for the promise of some 
kind of political help from the 
Israeli General Zionists.

Plan All-Day Jewish School In Expansion Of Present Classes

CHICAGO (NJP)—The Jewish school sponsor- 


ed by Amshe Emet, largest conservative synagogue 
in Chicago, has been so successful that a grade will 
be added each year until it is an all-day Jewish 
schoel, it was leaorned this week. 

When plans are complete, it will be the only 
all-day Jewish school in the United States sponsered 
by a conservative synagogue, a develop- 
ment regarded as a major one in the fight 
ever such schools in this country. 

The synagogue, of which Rabbi Solomon 
Goldman is spiritual leader, uses progres- 
sive methods in religious and secular subjects in a 
system that adds a grade each year toward the goal 
of the equivalent of an eight-grade grammar school. 

Anshe Emet conducted a nursery and kindergar- 
ten school for 15 years. These are half-day schools. 
In 1946 a first grade was added. The following year 
a second grade was added and this month the school 
is opening its third grade. 

Principal William A. Nudelman said the 

' gehool’s present enrollment is 162 pupils, Most 

of them are children of Anshe Emet congrega- 

tion members; the parents of some belong to 

other congregations, some belong to no syna- 

gogue and a few children in the nursery school 
are non-Jewish.

Asked about charges made by critics that all- 
day Jewish schools promote segregation, Nudelman 
responded by reference to surveys conducted among 
grammar and high school students in the Anshe 
Emet district. 

“The studies show a high degree of segregation 
within the public schools,” he said, “Friendships 
crossed religious lines in only a small percentage of 
caes. The conditions should be changed but we must 
first be concerned with the happiness of our chil- 
dren. 

“There is a direct correlation between their hap 
piness and an understanding by them of their Jew- 
ishness. We are hopeful that the day school pro- 
gram is currently the best approach to that prob- 
lem.” 

The school gets expert educational assistance, 
Stephen Corey of the University of Chicago and El- 
dridge T. McSwaine of Northwestern University, 
both professors of education, serve on an advisory 
council, together with Miss Edna Dean Baker, presi- 
dent of the National College of Education in Evans- 
ton. 


Miss Edith Ford, also of the National College 
of Education, is educational consultant. A pediatri- 
cian, is in daily attendance and experts in other 
fields are called in as needed. 

One of the hardest problems—typical of all- 


day Jewish schools—was that of assembling the 
present 13-member teaching staff. The Nationa} 
College of Education has offered graduates 
trained in progressive teaching methods. Camp 
Atid, under auspices of the United Synagogue 
of America, has helped prepare primary grade 
teachers with an adequate Jewish background. 
The short span of the school’s career makes 
complete evaluation of its effects on pupils impog. 
sible. But Nudelman reported that general achieve 
ment tests given during the first two years show 
more favorable results reported from tests givey 
to comparable groups in the public schools. 
Nudelman said the differences could be traceg 
directly “to the smal) units which allow for congig. 
erable teacher attention to individual pupils.” 
He slapped as “incorrect” and “misleading” yge 
of the term parochial in referring to the Jewish aj. 
day school. 


“The day school is neither ‘confined to a parish’ 
nor is it narrow,” he said. “On the eontrary oy, 
pupils are urged to aceept nothing without prior 
reasoning.” 


As another advantage, Nudelman listed what he 
termed “an opportunity to study and encourage the 
association of people on a moral or ethical basis 
which is impossible in the highly secularized public 
school with its ban on all religious instruction.” 








A Materials For Palestine Plan 





KITS FOR ISRAELI SOLDIERS 
LATEST PROJECT IN U.S. AID 


NEW YORK—“Kits for the Army of Israel,” sponsored by Ma- 
terials for Palestine, was the latest entry this week in the busy 
field of U.S. efforts to provide aid for Israel. 

Designed to “give a kit to every soldier in Israel,” the new pro- 
ject was the first since Materials for Palestine and the Zionist 


Organization of America agreed 
to peace terms in their struggle 
over Israel-aid in the United 
States. 

Materials for Palestine offi- 
cials claimed that the new pro- 
ject has already received the 
pledged cooperation of Jewish 
fraternal and Zionist organiza- 
tions. 

“Among the __ organizations 
which have offered to send kits 
to Israel are the American Zionist 
Emergency Council, the Zionist 
Organization of America, the 
Jewish War Veterans, Knights of 
Pythians, Poale Zion and Pioneer 
Women,” the announcement said. 

The last group is associ- 
ated with the Labor Zicnist 
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Organization of America, which 
last week was reported in an 
internal split over the ZOA cam- 
paign against the various groups 
sponsored by members of the 
Committee for Progressive Zion- 
ism. Materials for Palestine is 
one of the groups sponsored by 
members of the CPZ, the formal 
internal opposition to the present 
ZOA leadership. 

Hayim Greenberg, veteran LZ 
OA leader, reportedly rejected or- 
ders of the LZOA and voted to 
support*Dr. Abba Hillel Silver in 
the American Section of the Jew- 
ish Agency when the section con- 
sidered Rabbi Silver’s demand for 
dissolution of Americans for Ha- 
ganah, another CPZ-sponsored 
group. 

Materials for Palestine said 
each kit, whilch will cost $10, 
will contain underwear, toilet 
articles, a cigarette lighter and 
other small essential items. The 
organization said it would also 
contain a letter from the donor 
to the Israeli soldier receiving 
the kit. 

The report indicated that, at 
this stage, the Kits-for-Israel 
campaign is a New York venture. 
The kits may be purchased at 
the offices of the group at the 
New York headquarters for Ma- 
terials for Palestine.

His forthright stand on the 
issue was s€en as likely to 
create some embarrassment for

settlement. 


Largely through the efforts of 
Great Britain, the issue of the 
Arab DP’s has become a hot po- 
tatoe for the new Jewish State, 
which seeks to avoid charges of 
callousness to the plight of the 
refugees. The problem, from the 
Israeli viewpoint has been the 
double danger of a huge burden

encouraged quite similar to those 
which Hitler sought to extend 
throughout the world to all those 
with any trace of German blood.” 

A careful search of recent 
Zionist declarations of principles 
have failed to substantiate these 
charges, it was noted.

ist hegemony over ... Jewish 
communities throughout the 
world.” 

Chayim Weiner was quoted as 
saying that four points were 
adopted at the first Zionist con- 
gress and that only one has been 
reached, establishment of a Jew- 
ish state. According to Rabbi 
Reichert’s quotation, Weiner said 
that three tasks remained to be 
done: 

“1. Preparing Eretz Israel for 
the reception of large masses of 
Jews; 2. cultivating a spirit of 
nationalism among Jews every- 
where; and 3. Organizing and 
preparing the whole of Jewry for 
Eretz Israel.” 

Rabbi Reichert said these al- 
leged basic principles of the Zion- 
ist movement were “anti-Ameri- 
can doctrines.” 

“In short, the issue is Ameri- 
canism versus Zionism, and the 
American Council pledges itself 
to support American principles 
without appeasement or compro- 
mise with those seeking to super- 
impose upon us a Zionist nation- 
alism,” he declared.

“After a male baby outgrows long dresses and triangles, and 
acquires pants, freckles and so much dirt that relatives don’t dare 
to kiss him, he becomes a BOY. 

“A boy is nature’s answer to that false belief that there is no 
such thing as perpetual motion. A boy is a growing animal of 
superlative promise who can swim like a fish, run like a deer, climb 
like a squirrel, balk like a mule, bellow like a bull, eat like a pig, 
or act like a jackass, according to climactic conditions. 

“A boy, if not washed too often, and kept in a cool, quiet place 
after each accident, will survive broken bones, hornets, measles, 
fights and nine helpings of pie.

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q E have some general directions this week for stewing meat 
as well as a special recipe for beef stew. 


MEA? STEWS 

Stewing is cooking in hot water just barely to cover. Stewing 
makes meat tender, since the action of the water softens the tough 
muscle fibres of the meat and issolves the connective tissue. The 
cuts of meat selected for stewing should therefore be the cuts which 
are too tough to be made tender in any other way. Sometimes. 
however, for the sake of variety meat is stewed which is tender 
enough to be pot-roasted. 

The water in which a stew is cooked should be kept just below 
the boiling point, and should not be allowed to boil: otherwise the 
meat will be made more tough instead of more tender. As the 
water evaporates, more hot water should be added to keep the meat 
just barely covered. A stew is usually begun with hot water, on the - 
theory that hot water causes a coat of albumen to be formed around 
the meat, and that this coat tends to prevent he juices from es. 
caping out of the meat; but this theory is doubtful. In any case. 
whether hot or cold water is used to begin the stew, a good dea: 
of the flavor of the meat does escape into the water; so that the 
gravy of the stew is most impcertant. This is an aditional reason 
why tough cuts of meat should be used for stewing. These, though 
much cheaper, have much more flavor than have the tender cuts. 

The meat may be browned or not in hot fat before the water 
is added, according to your personal preference.- Sprinkling the meat 
with flour before browning facititates the browning process and 
improves the flavor of the gravy. 

The kinds and proportions of vegetables cooked with a stew are 
also a matter of personal preference. 

BEEF STEW 
2 pounds beef 1% cup each, diced carrois,turnips, 
flour onions 
2 tablespoons fat 1 cup diced celery 
hot water to cover 1 cup green peas 
1 teaspoon salt 2 cups diced potatoes 
% teaspoon pepper dumplings, if desired. 
Cut meat into 1-inch cubes, anc sprinkle with flour. Heat fat in pot, 
and brown meat on all sides. Add hot water to cover, add salt and 
pepper, cover pot and let simmer an hour and a half or until meat 
is almost tender. Remove pieces of bone and fat. Add carrots, tur- 
nips and oninons, and let simmer 10 minutes longer; add celery, peas, 
and potatoes, and let simmer until vegetables and meat are tender. 
Add more hot water as it becomes necessary. Stewed tomatoes or 
tomato juice may be used for ail or part of the water. Any of the 
vegetables named may be omitted, or larger quantities than those 
specified may be used. 

If desired to thicken gravy of stew, blend flour with an equal 
quantity of cold water, and stir into gravy. Let cook until no taste 
of raw flour remains. If desired, prepare dumplings and cook on 
top of the thickened stew.

1 lb, farmers cheese

Mix cheese till creamy, plus sugar, flour, beaten egg yolks, milk, 
salt, vanilla and lemon juice and finally stiffly beaten egg whites.

EVEN BEFORE my prophecy 
that attendance at Friday night

world history. 

Others too are _ beginning, 
through slowly, to allow their 
thinking to rest upon the pos- 


sibility that this present indiffer- 


ence to things spiritual is not 
necessarily permanent. Rabbi 
Louis Finklestein, president of 


the Jewish Theological Seminary 
now. on leave, surprised me, and 
the others too I presume, at the 
Rabbinical Assembly in Chicago 
this past summer when he pre- 
dicted a revival of Judaism, in 
faet a blossoming of Judaism in 
the United States, and urged his 
disciples not to be too discour- 
aged. 

Then just a few moments be- 
fore I sat down to write this 
article, I ran across the follow- 
ing paragraph by Rabbi Hyman 
Judah Schachtel in the Temple 
News of his Congregation Beth 
Israel in Houston, Tex.: 

“I wonder if I am indulging 
in wishful thinking when I pre- 
dict that this will be a year of 
religious revival? It seems to 
me that people are mere recep 
tive to God, more inclined to 
turn to Him, more aware that 
He alone can save us. Do not 
misunderstand me to believe 
that I foresee crowded sancu- 
aries week in and week out, I 
am not predicting a tremen- 
dous return to the House of 
God. But I do believe the tide 
it beginning to turn, the tide 
@ crass materialism. I can see 
shy rays of the dawn.” 

The change won’t come over 
night, but when it dawns on us 

. that it is here, it will have been 
on its way for some years. I 
say it is on its way. The down- 








ward movement has been 
arrested and the upward move- 
ment has already begun. 

Just because we have been liv- 
ing in such a materialistic age, 
and just because we have been 
so hardened to anything spiritual 
to the point where we laugh at 
one who shows any religious feel- 
ing, doesn’t mean that things 
have been or always will be this 
way. Our attitude is changing. 
IT don’t mean the Jewish attitude 
alone; I mean the attitude of the 
whole civilized world. We are 
coming into a new era. Again 


not so speedily, but certainly 
very definitely. New values, new 
attitudes, new appreciation of 


ethics and aesthetics, these will 
be the heritage of the next gener- 
ations, the present generation, if 
we but open our hearts and 
minds to them.

The Implications of the Actions Committee Meeting 


HAT happened at the sessions of the 

Zionist Actions Committee was a fight 
between David Ben-Gurion, prime minister of 
Israel, and Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver. Rabbi Sil- 
ver won. 

As a result Ben-Gurion (and Israel) will not 
control the World Zionist Organization and New 
York will become WZO headquarters with Rabbi 
Silver as its head for as many years as he 
cares to dominate it. The WZO is his to do 
with as he pleases. 

The delegates of the Labor Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America (they naturally support Ben- 
Gurion) took issue on their return to the U.S. 
wih the statement Dr. Silver made on his return 
that “a clear separation was effected between 
the State and the Movement.” But political real- 
ist that he is, Dr. Silver was even more con- 
servative than he needed to be. He could have 
said much more without overstepping the 
bounds of accuracy. 

Whether all this is good or bad for Zionism, 
for Israel, is too early to say, as in the case of 
any major new decision. The ZOA leaders went 
to the Actions Committee meeting well-organ- 
ized politically; and with a concrete program. 
Ben-Gurion and his Mapai were almost power- 
less before this array of keen political leader- 
ship. 

The ZOA won by means of a coalition. The 
winning combination was made up of ZOA in 
the center, the Mapam on the left and the Re- 
visionists on the right. The Mapam is the left 
wing of the labor movement and the Revision- 
ist are, of course, the reactionaries. 

Group A of the General Zionists, which until 
now has been the liberal wing of that move- 
ment, sided with Mapai and dropped out of the 
World Conferedation of General Zionists de- 
spite strenuous efforts of Dr. Silver to prevent 
their departure. 

The coalition is bound together by common 
opposition to the Mapai, whifch for so long has 
dominated Jewish Palestine. It is not a whole- 


some coalition and will keep together ony a 
long as the General Zionists play along with the 
Revisionists and the Mapam does not become 
strong enough in itself to assume control, 
This is the variety of politics, however, which 
is natural to a multi-party system, with eag 
group jockeying for position every time the 
political alignments change. The Mapam is qj. 


most diametrically opposed to the Revisionists 


and is going along in the hope, perhaps, that 
if the Mapai can be relegated to a minority 
position, a swing to the right and to reaction 
will almost automatically elevate the Mapam 
to the position held by Mapai. This thesis jg 
based, of course, on the fact that the Israey 
are overwhelmingly labor-minded. 

As for the General Zionist party, it will be g 
long time—if ever—before it will win enough 
votes in Israel where the party is a politicaj 
newcomer to win and hold control by itseif, 


Much depends on the forthcoming elections 
in Israel. If the Mapai wins, then Ben-Gurion 
will be in a strong position to fight each move 
by Rabbi Silver. If the Mapai loses, Silver takes 
over both in and out of Palestine. 


The Post agrees with the policy of separation 
of the WZO from Israel. Some realignment on 
such lines was necessary if American Zionist, 
were to continue to play their part in the move 
ment. There is still plenty of clarification 
needed, but the fact remains that U. S. Jews 
could not be members of an organization con. 
trolled by another state. 


The Post hopes that the World Zionist Or. 
ganization does not develop into an opposition 
movement to the Mapai or to any person or 
movement in Israel. Rabbi Silver and Dr. Ney. 
mann have done yeoman work for the Zionist 
cause, as has likewise Ben-Gurion. There jg 
enough to do to keep everyone busy. The WZ0 
working hand in hand with the Israel govern. 
ment, is one thing; a WZO dominating and 
threatening Israel is something else again.

U. S. Jews are illiterate Jewishly, says Scroll 
of Keneseth Israel Beth Sholom Synagogue of 
Kansas City.—Jewishly the Jewish adult is un- 
educated. He may be, and often is, a skilled 
laborer, a shrewd businessman, a brilliant law- 
yer, a celebrated physician, a talented journal- 
ist, a far-seeing social worker, a benign philan- 
thropist, an astute politician, a gifted artist, 
and in every way a gentleman, but he is un- 
familiar with his people’s past, its current his- 
tory, its literature, its religion or philosophy. 

He belongs to many a Jewish organization 
and supports sundry Jewish causes, but that 
hardly helps dispel his ignorance. 

He is swamped with letters, circulars and 
pamphlets that in no way contribute to his en- 
lightenmc it, for all this literature tells a 
weary, dreary tale of budgets, deficits, misery, 
persecution, hatred, tolerance and defense, all 
calculated. to appeal to his heart but rarely to 
cultivate his mind. 

What is wrong with him? Nothing but his 
ignorance. He doesn’t know anything about his 
people except what Jewish propagandists quote 


at him from anti-semitic sources. Ignorant of 
its history and literature, he stands in the pres 
ence of anti-Semitism like a sheep before the 
wolf. 

What can remedy the situation? What might 
help the Jewish adult? The simple and trite 
but none the less basic and inevitable answer 
is education. If a Jew is to find something to 
compensate him for his ceaseless martyrdom, 
if he is to sense the grandeur as much as the 
pain of his destiny, he must know Judaism. 

Membership in synagogues and lodges, com 
tributions to charity and defense will avail him 
little if he is devoid of Jewish content. Jewish 
life will be debased in proportion to the increase 
of Jewish ignorance. The support of the Jewish 
community will decline with the decline of 
Jewish knowledge.

MOYER SUGGESTS POLL ON ATTITUDES

Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In your issue of August 13, 
there is an article by Ben Gallob 
headlined “Dual Loyalty Issue a 
Phoney,” in which reference is 


made to a communication of 
mine. 
Under the circumstances, I 


hope you will permit me space 
in your newspaper for a brief 
comment on this so-called analy- 
sis. I use “so-called” because it 
clearly attempts the impossible: 
to bypass a problem recognized 
as such not only by the American 
Council for Judaism but also by 
the leadership of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America and the 
World Zionist Organization. One 
need only read of the conflicts at 
the Action Committees meeting fn 
Tel Aviv to establish the trouble- 
some reality of the problem. 

Against that reaction, it is a 
little too glib to dismiss the sub- 
ject by an abusive word. 

As to the analysis itself, I 
would like to qraw your atten- 
tion to the following: 

Mr. Gallob’s first point is that 
the issue is without meaning un- 
less a majority of non-Jews be- 
lieve in its possibility. 

S. question that—since the pub- 
lie may as yet be unaware of the 
mminence of a problem (for in- 
stance, the American public was 
hot fully aware of the Axis threat 
to our security before Pearl Har- 
bor came along). But more than 
that—I venture to point out that 
% scientific poll has been taken 
*f the attitude of non-Jews to 
Jewish nationalism. 

Would it not be in order for 
Several of the major Jewish or- 


, SAnizations to combine in an ef- 


es 


fort to determine by a scientific 
poll as to whether such an atti- 
tude among non-Jews does or 
does not exist? I do not wish to 
speak for the Council officially. 
Yet, I am sure the Council would 
join in any genuine non-partisan, 
truly scientific attempt to ascer- 
tain the facts. 

The second element in Mr. Gal- 
lob’s analysis is not altogether 
clear to me. It seems to imply 
that the problem of dual loyalty 
can exist only if there is a clash 
of interests. 

Yet I am sure that your intel- 
ligent reader must recognize that 
this is only a question of degree 
of time. There may for instance 
not now be a clash; but since two 
different nations are involved, 
clashes may develop. @ 

As a matter of fact, the boycott 
of Great Britain at a time when 
American national interests are 
linked to a_ revival of western 
Europe prosperity indicates a 
clash of interests at this very 
point. 

I know, of course, that this is 
not, or not yet, official Zionist 
policy. But I am equally aware 
of the fact that the reason for its 
non-adoption as yet is deference 
to Israel’s needs.in terms of its 
considerable trade with England 
—a trade which would be hurt 
by a publicly espoused Zionist 
boycott of British goods; in other 
words, it is not fully adopted be- 
cause it may hurt Israel’s nation- 
al interests, which are made the

Arab Effendis Seek 
To Sell Land to Jews 


NEW YORK (WNS)—A story 
of how the Arab effendis are se- 
cretly planning to sell land to the 
Jewish state they vowed to fight 
for a hundred years was told last 
week in the New York Post, lib- 
eral daily, by its Tel Aviv cor- 
respondent Alvin Rosenfeld.

“If sales are consummated, the 
seller’s identity will have to re- 
main masked lest Arab superna- 
tionalists try to wreak vengeance 
and scare off other Arab land- 
lords.” 





ance that there will not be one 
in the future. I urge that we 
think ahead. 

The last point Mr. Gallob rais- 
es is in relation to parallel action 
by other groups. 

Here I can only say that there 
are, of course, permissible expres- 
sions of interest in other coun- 
tries, ag well as the non-permis 
sible, which derive from an over- 
whelming ideological, national at- 
tachment to another nation. Your 
readers might well review with 
care the troubled history of 
American public life during the 
agitation for an Irish Free State; 
or more recently of the activities 
of the German Bund, the Italian 
Fascists and of the Communists. 

Indeed, it amused me to note 
that in the very same issue in 
which Mr. Gallob so airily dis- 
misses this consideration, there is 
a two-column article (on page 5) 
reporting on activities of Ger- 
man-American groups, which are 
nwsworthy only because of the 
implications that Mr. Gallob pre- 
tends do not exist. 

Permit me a final word. There 
are and have been differences of 
opinion on Zionism on various 
levels. But the issue now is very 
much clearer. There is a State of 
Israel, of which a majority are 
Jews. Its inhabitants and citizens 
will be Israeli nationals as they 
should be. The question for 
American Jews to decide is what 
is their nationality? 

I have no doubt that over- 
whelmingly they will declare that 
their nationality is that of the 
United States, the American na- 
tionality. 

But it also seems to me that a 
declaration will not be enough. 
Its acceptance must be illustrated 
in the lives, interests and activi- 
ties of American Jews. 

The problem resolves itself 
then as to how American Jews 
shall organize their lives so that 
there cannot be a shadow of a 
doubt that they regard them- 
selves as integrated American na- 
tionals, nationals of no other 
country, and distinctive only by 
virtue of their distinctive faith.

SAYS JEWS WRONG WHEN THEY JOIN 
FIGHT TO IMPROVE NEGRO'S STATUS 


Editor, Nationa] Jewish Post: 

Your dispatch, headlined, ‘“Ne- 
gro Newspaper Praises Jewisn 
Cooperation in Detroit’s Harlem,” 
strikes a familiar note in the 
Jewish press in its effort to 
make common cause with the 
Negro. The article itself wel- 
comed the plaudits of the Pitts- 
burgh Courier, a Negro newspa- 
per for the East Side Merchants 
Association, in “fighting such 
evils as police brutality, restric- 
tive covenants, unfair labor prac- 
tices and slum housing.” The 
main idea is to publicize the 
work of the Jewish community 
through the association in mak- 
ing common cause with the 
Negro. 

Jewish leadership in America 
commits a tragic error in as- 
suming that the problems of the 
Negro, if any, are the problems 
of the Jew. The concept is found- 
ed on ignorance of America itself. 
The Jews make as serious a 
blunder as Henry Wallace in his 
forensic invasion of the South. 
The doctrine of white supremacy 
may be decried in the North and 
Jewish Jeadership may challenge 
it, but it is accepted as much in 
the North as in the South. The 
Negro enjoys no better caste in 
the Jim Crowe Harlems of the 
North than in the free atmos- 
phere of the South. No amount 
of Federal legislation will compel 
complete social equality for the 
Negro. As long as Jews move 
a leading synagogue in a North- 
ern city to avoid Negro neigh- 
bors, lip service cannot abseure 
the practical situation. 

Jews are no denied the right 
to vote by the payment of poll 
taxes. Hence Federal anti-poll 
tax legislation, a Truman pet 
project, does not concern the 
Jew. If there be such a crime 
distinctive in the South as lynch- 
ing, certainly Jews are not its 
special victims. Rather the gang 
murders of the North, featured 
often by Jewish leaders, are 
better known to the country. In 
so far as an FEPC is concerned, 
the Jews can no longer bring 
about compulsory employment of 
Negroes in places where they are 
not wanted, than r. Wallace can 
by fraternizing with the Negroes 
to gain followers except amongst 
the Communist fringe, of which 
too many ‘people now believe the 
Jews are an important part. 

Davis Lee, Negro publisher of 
the Negro newspaper, the New- 
ark (N. J.) Telegram, writing in 
the Miami Herald, pointed out 
that in the South he Negro is 
treated best and has the most. Lee 
has just returned from an exen- 
sive tour of investigation in the 
South, and found that segrega- 
tion has been “the economic sal- 
vation of the Negro in the 
South.” Economic progress of 
the Negro in the South has far 
exceeded his economic progress 
in the North, according to this 
Negro editor. As to civil rights, 
he says: 

“New Jersey oday boasts of 
any other state in the Union, 
more civil-rights legislation than 
and state government iself prac- 
tices more discrimination than 
Virginia, North Carolina, South

Schwartz Never Had a Role 
Like This One on the Stage 

Maurice Schwartz, the cele- 
brated actor, recently was the 
hero in a drama of life that ex- 
ceeded in intensity many of his 
stage roles. 

The setting was Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, and the villain was Gi- 
morez Gomez, Brazilian minister 
of immigration, who incredibly 
refused to allow Schwartz and Co. 
work visas. Writing a dramatic 
blow-by-blow account of his tus- 
sle with this Hitlerian individual 
(for THE FORWARD), Schwartz 
proves himself an able stylist and 
a redoubtable defender of his 
people’s honor. 

When the performance was 
three times refused because the 
Brazilian impresario could not 
get governmental permission, 
Schwartz came to Rio himself. 
and at once had a telegram of 
protest dispatched to President 
Gapsar Dutra. Schwartz went 
to the American consul Goul- 
tree, who was shocked but not 
too helpful. 


The Brazilian papers were sym- 
pathetic to Schwartz. Minister 
Gomez told one reporter he re- 
fused to issue the visas because 
Brazil has not yet recognized the 
Jewish State. When reminded 
Schwartz was an American eiti- 
zen, Gomez replied, “But he’s a 
Jew.” 


Schwartz went directly to the 
office of Gomez to make a per- 
sonal protest but was met by a 
subordinate who revealed that 
Dutra had overruled his minister 
and that the visa would be grant- 
ed. After his victory, Schwartz 
was feted widely and the show 
went on, Next stop: Argentina, 
where he had no trouble getting 
a work visa.

Zuckerman All-Wise 

Rabbi Kirshblum_ said that 
Zuckermann not only considered 
himself all-wise but “he attacks 
those who refuse to respond to 
his button-pushing. He calls them 
names, like ‘reactionary.’ He 
writes articles and paints them 
as connivers, conspirators, sinis- 
ter plotters against their broth- 
ers.” 

Then Kirshblum took up each 
of the charges made by the 
JWNS in its article on the alleged 
Mizrachi clericalist pressure 
(NJP July 30). 


First Charge 


The first charge, said Kirsh- 
blum was that the Mizrachi party 
“forced on the Jewish State the 
establishment of a special depart- 
ment in the Jewish Army to 
supervise Kashruth and Sabbath 
observance in accordance with 
the orthodox Jewish religion.” 

Rabbis Kirshblum said _ that 
Zuckerman had not a single fact 
to prove that any such action had 
been taken. What did happen, the 
Mizrachi official said, was that 
“the Israeli Government has seen 
fit to respect the religious con- 
victions of the Jewish boys and 
girls by providing them with kos- 
her meals and enabling them to 
observe the Sabbath.” 


The second charge was that 
“the Mizrachi party forced on the 
Jewish State during its recent 
crisis with the Irgun” a measure 
that “all the elementary and sec- 
ondary schools in the Jewish 
State will be forced to follow a 
religious curriculum along the 
orthodox lines.” 

Second Charge 

Rabbi Kirshblum reported that 
in charging Mizrachi with hav- 
ing “forced” a religious curricu- 
lum on the Israeli schools, Zuck- 
erman failed to point out that 
there are three school systems in 
Israel, Mizrachi, General Zionist, 
and Labor Zionist. 

“As of this date, there has been 
no fusion of these school sys- 
tems,” the Mizrachi official said. 
“Each Israeli parent, therefore, 
may choose for his child the 
school closest to his ideological 
liking.” 

“What the Israel Government 
may decide by parliamentary de- 
cision in regard to school cur- 
ricula ® a matter of conjecture 
and we refuse to engage in 
prophency,” Rabbi Kirshblum 
said. “But we are assured that 
no orthodox cirriculum has been 
‘forced’ upon either the General 
the contrary, why did he not pro-

duce them in substantiation of 
his charges?” 

“The point is simple,” the 
Mizrachi leader said. “Mizrachi 
has forced no’ kosher food into 
any Israeli’s stomach, nor has 
it bruted the government into 
foisting Sabbath observance on 
anyone.” 


“What Mizrachi has done igs to 
ask assurance that religious Jews 
be given freedom of religious con. 
viction,” he said. “No more, no 
less.” 

Rabbi Kirshblum said the re. 
ligious Zionists would not deny 
that they seek the development 
of a religious atmosphere in 
Israel “but it will not employ, 
as Mr. Zuckerman plainly inti- 
mates, political chicanery or 
charlantry. Jews and particularly 
erthodox Jews, have had had not 
a few ugly expierences with 
theocracies.” 

Religious Revival 

Rabbi Kirshblum sugested that 
there has been a religious revival 
in Israel but that it is happening 
“of the people’s own will. Not 
by force. Without theocracy.” 

“It has taken 2,000 years for. 
the State of Israel to come 
anew. With the pangs of re 
birth, there has attended much 
confusion, even some chaos, If 
there is to be no miscarriage, 
nor malformation, nor unnec 
cessary complications, friends 
and well-wishers will exhaust 
every method .to prevent con: 
fusion, and to mute in the far- 
removed waitin room the shrill, 
unnerving cries of wilful de 
tractors,” the Mizrachi official 
said. 


“Give the child time, neighbors, 
it will grow and be a thing of 
pride to the family. Be patient 
and have good faith in the com: 
mon sense of the parents who, 
after all, are most concerned,” 
Rabbi Kirshblum said.

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Young Artists In U.S. Plan Wor1d’s Only Art Colony In Israel

YORK (NJP)—The only permanent: ar- 
tists colony in the world will be started in Israel 
jn 18 months by a group of young painters, musi- 
cians, writers and actors working together in the 
U. S. now for that goal. 

The colony—to be called Bet Aman, The House 
of the Artist—will also be a unique experience in 
Chalutziut, the program of preparation of 
Jews for collective life in Israel. The 
pioneers of Bet Aman will be the first 
artist Chalutzim in the history of the 
movement, 

There has been only one other attempt to 
form a permanent artists’ colony in the past. 
yoward the end of the last century, Van Gogh 
and Gaugin embarked on such a project and 
failed. The young artists of Bet Aman are con- 
fident that their colony will not fail. 

Bet Aman has a home of its own in the U. S.— 
a rented mansion in Jamaica, Iong Island. The 
20 artists of Bet Aman enterel the rambling 14-room 
puilding in the beginning of August. Ignoring shiv- 
ering neighborhood assertions that the place was 
paunted, they cut down overgrown shrubbery, 
cleaned out rubbish-filled rooms and settled down to 
the first step in their dream. 

That dream was born in June of this year when 
three young Israeli artists met in New York and 
discovered that each had long been cherishing the 
same idea—to obtain personal and artistic fulfilment 
in a collective artists’ colony in Israel. 

The original trio soon was joined by a commer- 
tial artists and his wife, a professional actress and 
others. Most of the group are Americans. The others 
include several Israeli, a Canadian, a Belgian, a Ger- 
man and a Cuban. 

When Bet Aman moves to a permanent home in 
Israel in the fall of next year, it will have an agri-

cultural basis like other collective settlements there. 
The artists-colonists will work four or five hours 
each day in a farm program that will make the col- 
ony self-sustaining. 

The rest of the day will be given by each artist 
to his art. Other colonies in Israel work on a full-day 
basis and produce a surplus. The working hours at 
Bet Aman will be kept at the minimum needed for 
maintenance and the colony’s surplus will be its 
artistic production. 

Other colonies will receive Bet Aman’s paintings, 
music and plays and the income will go to the com- 
mon colony treasury. The people of Israel are highly 
art conscious—there are more art prints sold per 
capita in Israel than in any other country in the 
world—and thus Bet Aman will have a guaranteed 
market for its “surplus.” 

The young artists realize that there are both 
gains and losses in their pioneering venture. When 
an artist joins Bet Aman he severs social and fam- 
ily ties. His personal possessions and income—since 
this is a Labor Zionist colony—belong to the group. 
Although he is unrestricted in the practice of his 
art, he no longer has complete privacy. 

On the other hand, Bet Aman guarantees its 
artists complete freedom from the great spectre 
that haunts the creative artist until he achieves 
recognition—worry over economic security. 

The artist at Bet Aman also has the freedom to 
create as he pleases. He need not submit his art to 
either popular or state dictates. He lives in a closely- 
knit community of fellow artists who appreciate 
what he creates. Their presence, and his proximity 
to the soil, will serve as a constant artistic stimulus. 

Although most of the artists are only in their 
twenties, they are not misfits running away from too- 
severe competition. Their biographies show a wide 
variety of achievements. 

Irving Friesberg, for instance, is a graduate of 


at the Aesculea de Artes Plasticas in Mexico. He 
painted murals and stained glass windows in Chi- 
cago and Aurora, Ill., and has had exhibits at the 
Art Institute and in Mexico city. His wife, Ruth, is 
writing a novel. 

Dina Reade is a Chicago actress with nine 
years of stage and radio experience. Avraham 
Lewensohn, a painter, is a fourth generation Pal- 
estinian. He served in the U. S. Army during the 
war and worked with DPs in Germany. 

Ruth Hassin, a New Yorker, is a Hunter gradu- 
ate who has been studying cello for five years. She 
played in the American Youth Orchestra and is now 
teaching music. 

None of these artists was subjected to an ap- 
praisal of his art before joining Bet Aman. The 
artist himself is the sole judge. If he is a practicing 
artist and believes in the philosophy of Labor Zon- 
ism, he is eligible for membership. 

In what is believed to be a unique provision 
for U. S. Chalutz groups. Bet Aman has no reli- 
gious or racial bars. A Negro dancer, now on 
tour, has presented herself for membership. Bet 
Aman seeks to expand its membership to 50 
before leaving for Israel. Its address is 8566 159th 
St., Jamaica, N. Y. 

In its Jamaica home, Bet Aman is developing 
the principles by which its members will live in Is- 
rael. The artists contribute a portion of their incomes 
for the Bet Aman budget. A weekly schedule assigns 
various chores to each member, There are no ser- 
vants, of course. 

There is an educational program, too, which con- 
sists of intensive courses in elementary and advanced 
Hebrew, Labor Zionism, Palestinography and art. 

Before the artists leave their Jamaica home, they 
will go through a period of hachsara (agricultural 
training). When this last stage is completed, the 
artists-farmers-colonists will leave for Israel to begin

He said, Oh yes, I was worth 
his worrying. He told me he had 
known me for 20 years, you 
might say.

CHARGE MUFTI NAMED TO LEAD 
NEW GUERILLA BLOW AT ISRAEL 


LONDON—The ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, one of Hitler’s chief 
Arab collaborators in the extermination of European Jewry, is the 
tool with which Arab League leaders plan a military assault on 
Israel as part of a new political drive, it was charged here this week, 

The Jewish Chronicle of London said that current negotiations 


to sell the Palestine citrus crop 
in England have demonstrated 
that “the Mufti’s stock is rising 
again and King Abdullah’s is fall- 
ing.” 

Egyptian Delegation 

According to the report, three 
citrus delegations have arrived in 
England, one of which is headed 
by Ezzedine Shawa Effendi, who 
represents the citrus planters in 
southern Palestine, the area now 
under a slightly shaky Egyptian 
control, 

“He is one of the former 
Grand Mufti’s closest associ- 
ates,” the weekly said, “and the 
fact that the Egyptians have en- 
trusted him with the sale of the 
orange crop of their area shows 
the extent of the rising infiu- 
ence which the ex-Grand Mufti 
now wields in Egypt and the 
Arab world.” 

The weekly said that The Muf- 
ti is being financed by the Arab 
League and that his private army, 
known as the “Sacred Force” is 
being reorganized for guerilla

How Law Works 

In the case of the sectarian 
schools, the ban on religion does 
not apply.

Before any final plan of pro- 
tedure is adopted, suggestions 
will be asked of representatives 
ef schools and of minority 
groups. 

Hoeing said he hoped to have 
the same success that the three- 
year-old N. Y. Fair Employ- 
ment Commission has enjoyed. 
The state FEPC had handled 
more than 1,000 cases without 
being forced to go to the courts 
for satisfaction. 

“All we ask is that matters of 
race, color, creed, religion or na- 
tional origin not be taken into 
consideration when a college or 
university considers its quota of 
students for the next term,” he 
said. 

The new law provides that the 
Education Commissioner can pro- 
feed against a school on his own, 
or the complaining student ap- 
plicant can file with the commis- 
sioner. He then is to refer the 
matter to Hoeing for investiga- 
tion. 

Steps In Order 

It Hoeing finds that the com- 
plaint is.valid,.he must seek to 
persuade the school administra- 
tion to stop the practice. If the 
school refuses, the case goes to 
the Board of Regents, the all- 
powerful body in the State Edu- 
cation Department. 

If the complaint stands up, 
the Regents order the school to 
desist and since they control 
all colleges and universities, 
few cases are expected to go 
further than that. 

But the law provides one more 
clincher. The Regents can send 
the case to the state supreme 
court which can enforce its ver- 
dicts under its contempt powers.

Study Welfare Funds

NEW YORK—NJP) — The 
American Jewish League Against

Jerusalem Suffers 
Heavy New Shelling 


JERUSALEM —tThree Israeli in 
Jerusalem were killed last week 
in a heavy two-day shelling of 
new Jerusalem which observers 
said was aS savage as any that 
preceded the truce. 

Traeli officials said that the 
Arabs shelled for two days in a 
row the Jewish agricultural 
training school in the newly-de 
militarized Red Cross zone in 
southern Jerusalem.

To Re-Admit Arabs 


RHODES—Count Folke Berna- 
dotte, the UN Palestine mediator, 
this week ordered Israeli to re- 
admit Arab refugees to three vil- 
lages and to rebuild their shat- 
tered homes. 

He said that some 8,000 Arabs 
had been driven out and their 
homes wrecked by an intensive 
Israeli air assault in violation of 
the second truce. The villages are 
all on the Haifa-Tel Aviv high- 
way. 

He said that the Israeli at- 
tacked the villages July 18 at the 
beginning of the second truce. 
He said that “Arab allegations 
concerning the number killed and 
captured are enormously exag- 
gerated.” 

Bernadotte rejected Israeli 
claims that it sought to safe- 
guard the vital highway.

ARAB LEAGUE WILLING TO HELP

CAIRO, Egypt—The Arab League tried a new tactic this week 
in the complicated battle to outmaneuver King Abdullah of Trans- 
jordan in the struggle for the Arab Palestine prize. 

Following a meeting of the Arab League’s political committee, 
Azzam Pasha, League secretary general, said that the irregular vel 


unteer forces sponsored by the 
League in Palestine would even- 
tually become the regular army 
of a Palestine Arab state. 

He was careful to emphasize 
that the League does not intend 
to dictate the establishment of 
any formal- government in Pal- 
estine. He said the League would 
provide administrative apparatus 
and leave it “Palestinians” to de- 
velop it into a government. 


(World Wide News Service 
reported that a decision to es- 
tablish an Arab government in 
Palestine to be headed by the 
ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, was 
reached at the conference.) 


(WNS said it was believed that 
Syria and Egypt were sponsoring 
the move and that they intended 
te recognize the Mufti regime as 
soon as it was formed, The move 
was believed aimed at King Ab- 


dullah, who has the most to gain 
from a direct peace treaty with 
Israel and the most to lose from 
any Arab-League backing of the 
ex-Mufti, Abdullah’s most bitter 
political enemy.) 

(The Jewish Chronicle of Lon- 
don reported that the Mufti had 
been reorganizing his private 
army with Arab League blessing. 
The strategy, according to the 
Anglo-Jewish weekly, was for the 
Mufti to strike at the Israeli and 
for the Arab League to complain 
to the UN if the Israeli hit back.

tions in November. 

According to WNS, the Revi- 
sionist Executive held that it 
should remain separate from 
Israeli politics and refused to 
either approve or disapprove of 
the merer. 

By Ballots, Not Bullets 

The Irgun set up its Free- 
dom Movement in line with com- 
mander Menachim Beigen’s 
promise last June after the Al- 
talena gun-running incident that 
the Irgun would thereafter fight 
the Provisional Government with 
ballots and not with bullets. 

Not till last week, however, 
was it learned that the Irgun 
had made plans for a world- 
wide political organization but 
was persuaded to postpone tem- 
porarily its international pro- 
gram. 

American Revisionist . Zionists 
sent their top officials to make a 
personal appeal to Beigen first, 
to postpone his plans for the 
Freedom Movement in Israel and 
second, to drop his plans for 
branches throuhout the rest of 
the world.
